Npecinl Kutes for the 4£r»iid Army 


Encampment. 


The passeliger Department of the 


Transcontinental Association has fixed 
upon the rules governing the sale of ex- 
cursion tickets to the city during the 
National Grand 
Artny encampment 


next year, and Auditor Cannon has is- 
sued them in circular form. They are 
in substance as follows: Tickets will 
be bold for the use of members for the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and ior 
their female relatives and male child- 
ren under 21 years of age. Members 
must present certificates of membership, 
signed by the adjutant or commander 
of the post to which they belong. 
Tickets will be placed on sale thirty 
days prior to tho date of opening of the 
encampracnt, nnil runst be nqed through 
to the city )>nfote tho J >te of qnchnpnn- 
ing. 
Tickets must be used for return 


passage to the association's eastern ter- 
minals within forty days from the date 
of opening, and will not be good for re- 
turn previous to gnoh date. Return 
tickets will be extended thirty days on 
payment of $25 additional at this point. 
Those desiring extension tickets must 
represent certificates of membership. 
The rate on tickets 
will be $50 


from the association's Eastern terminals 
viz: Council Bluffs, Omaha, Pacific 
Junction, Atchison, Xiaaveuworth, Kan- 
sas City, Nevada, (Mo.) Mitineola and 
Houston (Tex) . These tickets cannot 
be used over any line cot belonging to 
the Association. 
Parties desirous of 


an exchange of tickets after reaching 
the city will be required to pay $10 ad- 
ditional. Those wishing to return via 
Portland and the Northern Pacific, or 
Oregon Short Line, most pay $12 50 
as a special rate from the city to Port- 
land by the Oregon Navigation Com- 
pany, and in case of exchange in tickets 
at either San Francisco or Portland, $10 
additional.

PRICE OF 
VOTES. 


The Carson Appeal lays: 
People living out of this State always 


have a very hazy idea of the price of 
Nevada votes. For instance the Wash- 
ington Post says: 


There are not more than 12. 000 voters 


in the State, and a million dollars spent 
in buying the majority would make ev- 
ery voter worth from $150 to 4200, 
which is about the present valuation. 
Slackay is supposed to be worth over 
fifty million. Fair's wealth comes in 
pretty close, and it is expected that 
competition will be keen and prices 
fiigh at the next election for the State 
Legislature which will elect Fair's suc- 
cessor to the United States Senate." 


This causes the Bee (Sacramento) to 


remark : 


"The Post has put the price of Ne- 


\adavotesa little high. Twenty dol- 
lars is regarded as a stiff figure over 
there. But the coolness of calculating 
the average price per capita of the whole 
voting population cf the State is some- 
thing remarkable. This is severe up- 
on the fearless and incorruptible citi- 
zens of the Battle-born State." 


The Appeal is disposed to believe 


from what data it has been able to col- 
lect, that the highest price ever paid for 
single votes was in Churchill county, 
where Fair's sack-bearers are alleged to 
have paid as high as $80. 
Down in 


Washoe county, in the city of Reno, 
where all the good people live, it is also 
claimed that Lew Drcxler who was man- 
aging Fair's fight, shoved the coiu out 
at the rate of $20 and $40 a head . 


At Buby Hill, Eureka county, the 


voters were herded in single file. 


The common clnss got $10 apiece and 


a more highly-fluvored crowd got $20. 
We are inclined to believe that such 
discrimination is unconstitutional. The' 
manses of poor voters who are for sale, 
will wonder, perhaps, when they come 
to figure close, how a million can be 
spent, and they only get $10 each. 
This is because the political bosses take 
the first big grab of five and ten thou- 
sand, the ward politicians get the next, 
the saloon keepers the next, the news- 
papers the next ( if there is any left) 
and after this the common herd gets its 
toll. 


The sack-bearers are supposed to 


hold on to 50 per cent, and after each 
middleman takes his toll, how can the 
average voter expect to get over $10? 
As the old seaman said, "they sift the 
prize money through a ladder, and we 
sailors get what sticks to the rounds." 
The voter who sells his vote should get 
all he can and make his shame come 
high. Between the scallawag who pays
